1 . THE BURST OF OFFICIAL-INFORMALS OVER THE WEEKEND 
WAS IMPRESSIVE, SERVING AGAIN AS A REMINDER— IF ONE BE 
NEEDED— OF THE USEFULNESS OF THE MEDIUM. 

2. A FEW QUICK NOTES ON ITEMS COVERED IN THOSE MESSAGES:

AS YOU SUGGEST. WE HOPE, HOWEVER, THAT YOU WILL 
ENCOURAGE H TO BE MORE FORCEFUL THAN I TAKE IT THEY HAVE 
BEEN IN REMINDING MAQUIRE THAT WE ARE NOT A BUCH OF 
INCOMPETENTS AND THAT WE HAD NOT WAITED UNTIL HE KICKED

VISIT US NEXT MONGH. WE ARE PREPARED TO PREPARE FOR HIM. 

THE PROPOSED ITINERARY IN HIS LETTER OF APRIL 4 LOOKS FINE 
(ALTHOUGH WE DON'T UNDERSTAND WHY HE WANTS TO SPEND ALL 
THAT TIME IN ROMANIA BEFORE COMING HERE), AND WE WILL 
PLAN TO PUT AN EMBASSY TAIL ON HIM FOR HIS TRAVELS. THE 
AMBASSADOR AND I FLIPPED FOR WHERE DARRYL WILL STAY, AND 
THE AMBASSADOR LOST, SO HE WILL STAY AT THE RESIDENCE. 

WHEN HE LETS US KNOW WHERE AND WHEN WE WILL LOOK FOR HIM
